He stated that the ban is directed only 
against socialistic countries and that a person may still 
travel to other countries including the Soviet Union.

years of United States domination. He described Cuba today 
as being a country of total freedom of religion and speech 
and a country void of any discriminatory practices such as 
existed under the Batista regime.

living as an individual but unselfishly and above 
all, being able to take part in the decisions 
made for the country in the government, and the 
decisions made in their place of work, It means 
working together to create a society where each 
Man has an education, a job, and material goods 
necessary. The bus driver, like all workers here, 
has 15 days vacation every year. He makes enough 
money to be able to go to one of the public 
vacation spots on the sea but he chose to go as a 
voluntary worker cutting cane! These are the 
people upon whom our goverment has imposed a 
blocade! These are the péople that suffer because 
of the guns & training furnished by Uncie Sam. It

an outlook of Marxism-Leninism and increase the open 
advocacy of soctlalism; develop a significant Marxist- 
Leninist program for the new party; and organize a 
collective organization of leaders and members.

On November 1, 1963, Confidential Source No. 1 furnished 
information which indicated MORTIMER SCHEER was considering the 
possibility of having certain individuals from New York City, 
otherwise unidentified, who were associated with above-captioned 
committee, visit the Buffalo area. The purpose of the visit 
allegedly was to publicize the plight of four individuals from 
the New York City area who were recently indicted for violating 
the official U.S. ban on travel to Cuba during the Summer of 1963. 
In this regard MORTIMER SCHEER contacted JOSEPH IPPOLITO that date 
and suggested to him that he act as chairman of an “independent 
committee" which would be formed locally to sponsor the proposed 
visit. SCHEFR also suggested to IPPOLITO that this venture could 
be co-sponsored by the Progressive Labor Movement ag locally 
and the Buffalo Branch of the Workers World Party (BB WWP), and 
aSked IPPOLITO to make contact with BB WWP officials to determine 
their willingness to cooperate. IPPOLITO indicated to SCHEER 
that he did not wish to act as chairman but would contact WWP 
officials regarding this matter. 


Confidential Source No. 2@ advised during 
November, 1963, that MORTIMER SCHEER was a 
former paid functionary of the New York 
District Communist Party (CP) who had the 
tities: Upstate New York CP Coordinator, 
and Erie County CP Chairman.

the leaders of a factional dispute with the 
National and State CP which was brought to a 
head in the Fall of 1961 when he left the 
Party.

Since terminat- 
ing his CP membership he, along with other 
dissident former CP members, has been actively 
engaged in planning the formation of a new 
Marxist-Leninist party. This new CP splinter 
group occasionally refers to itself as the 
Progressive Labor Movement. 


On October 31, 1962, MORTIMER SCHEER, during a 
television interview in Buffalo, N.¥., publicly 
Stated that he was the National Vice-Chairman 
of the PLM, 


A characterization of PLM appears in the 
appendix section.of this memorandum. 


Concerning JOSEPH IPPOLITO, the following 
should be noted. On December 24, 1962, Con- 
fidential Source No. 3 advised he was present 
at a press conference at the Hotel Markeen, 
Buffalo, N.Y., the evening of December 23, 1962. 
The purpose of this press conference, which was 
attended by six individuals from New York City 
and a few of .local origin, was to publicize a 
proposed trip by U.S. students to Cuba over 

the Christmas 1962 holidays despite the 
official U.S. ban on such travel. The 
individuals at this press conference, according 
to source, allegedly were to leave the Hotel 
Markeen, Buffalo, the following morning, 
December 24, 1962, for Toronto, Canada, where 
they planned to embark on a Cuban aircraft en 
route to Cuba. One of the individuais present 
at this press conference, according to Confi- 
dential Source No. 3, gave his name as IPPOLITO.

On May 12, 1962, the source advised that this minority .- 
group had chosen the name Workers World Party; 


On April 18, 1962, the source stated that the head-

FATR PLAY FOR CUBA- COMMITTEE 


As previously reported, beginning in the first part of 
November, 1963, Confidential Source No. 1 furnished information 
which indicated MORTIMER SCHEER was considering the possibility 
of having certain individuals from New York City, otherwise 
unidentified, who were:associated with the Permanent Student 
Committee for Travel to Cuba (PSCTC) visit the Buffalo area during 
November, 1963. The purpose of the visit allegedly was to 
publicize the plight of four individuals from the New York: City 
area who were recently indicted for violating the official-U.S8. 
ban on travel to Cuba during the Summer of 1963. SCHEER had 
contacted JOSEPH IPPOLITO, suggested to him that he act as chairman 
of: the proposed meeting, and also requested that IPPOLITO contact | 
officials of the Buffalo Branch of the Workers World Party (BBWWP) 
to determine if they would co-sponsor such a meeting along with 
the Progressive Labor Movement (PLM) Locally. 


Confidential Source No. 2 advised during 
November, 1963, that MORTIMER SCHEER was a 
former paid: functionary of the New York 
District Communist Party (CP) who had the 
Gitles: Upstate New York CP Coordinator, 
and Erie County CP Chairman. He was one of

became known as the Workers World Party. 


The SWP has been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 


By letter dated March 5, 1960, Representative 
JOHN R. PILLION, United States House of Repre- 
sentatives, Washington, D.C., advised he was 

in receipt of a letter dated February 19, 1960, 
addressed to him from JOSEPH IPPOLITO of 108 
Goodrich Road, Lackawanna, N.Y. In this letter 
to Representative PILLION, IPPOLITO vehemently 
criticized recent statements made by the Hepre- 
Sentative concerning, for the most part, 
Communists in Cuba. It waspointed out that he, 
IPPOLITO, had just returned from Cuba and saw 
no signs of Communists in that country. 


A characterization of the WWP and the BBWWP 
appears in the appendix section of this 
memorandum. 


Following the initial contact with local branch WWP 
officials by IPPOLITO with respect to SCHEER's suggestion, 
Confidential Source No. 1 furnished the following information: 

On November 4, 1963, SAM BALLAN, National Chairman of the WWP, 
residing in New York City, was in contact with MILTON NEIDENBERG, 
Buffalo Branch WWP Organizer. BALLAN suggested that the local 
branch WWP undertake the sponsorship of a public meeting to be 
held locally and publicize it for the benefit of HURRICANE RELIEF 
FOR CUBA. He pointed out that he was very well acquainted with one 
VV. @T, LEE, who was connected with the Fair Play for Cuba Committee 
(PPCC) in New York City, and that LEE was available for personal 
appearances to show slides depicting conditions in Cuba. 


A characterization of the FPCC appears in the 
appendix section of this memorandum. 


BALLAN emphasized to NEIDENBERG the necessity of 
_ instituting an extensive publicity campaign locally for the benefit 
of the meeting, mentioning that leaflets should be distributed on 
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various university campuses in the Western New York area; that 
advertisements should beplaced in local newspapers, and that radio 
and television coverage should also be afforded this matter. 
BALLAN did not desire the WWP locally to be publicly identified 

as the sponsor of the gathering, and offered the suggestion that 
perhaps it could be sponsored under the name of BUFFALO or NIAGARA 
FRONTIER COMMITTEE FOR RELIEF OF HURRICANE VICTIMS. 


During this contact between NEIDENBERG and BALLAN, 
NEIDENBERG informed BALLAN of his recent conversation with JOSEPH 
TPPOLTTO when MORTIMER SCHEER's suggestion to co-sponsor a meeting 
for the benefit of the PSCTC was discussed. BALLAN offered his 
opinion that the only reason SCHEER had suggested such a venture 
was that SCHEER would have been unable to handie such an affair 
without the cooperation of the WWP. He pointed out, however, that 
the local branch WHP could also invite a few students from the 
PSCTC to appear at the Hurricane Relief meeting, and that a certain 
amount of the proceeds realized from the meeting could be given to. 
the PSCTC, 


BALLAN also pointed out that he did not desire any 
individual connected with the BEBWWP, including IPPOLITO, to act 
aS an individual sponsor of the gathering, and suggested that a 
few sponsors be obtained locally by sending out letters to people 
in favor of civil liberties in the Western New York area asking 
them to lend their names in the interest of "civic discussion.” 


During the pericd from November 5 through November li, 
Confidential Source No. 1 continued to furnish additional infor- 
mation regarding plans on the part of local branch WWP officials 
to organize the Cuban meeting. In connection with the appearance 
of V. TB. LEE, mentioned above, information was furnished that LEE 
nad allegedly returned from Cuba a few months ago, had a ready 
supply of slides depicting various scenes of Cuba and also the 
effects of the recent hurricane in that country. Allegedly LEE 
was able to obtain some of the material from the Cuban Mission 
in New York City. It was also revealed that the local branch WWP 
could issue an invitation to LEE to appear at the local meeting 
by addressing a communication to Room 329, 799 Broadway, New York 
City, N.Y. . 


During this period several contacts were made locally 
with SAM BALLAN in New York City to furnish BALLAN with data con- 
cerning the progress of plans for the meeting. 
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A letter was prepared by local branch WWP officials to 
be sent to individuals residing locally asking them to serve on an 
independent committee to sponsor the gathering. It was decided 
that the meeting should be held on November 23, 1963, at one of 
the hotels locally, preferably the Statler Hilton, in an effort 
to attract additional attendance from students and other interested 
persons and to lend dignity to the affair. It was honed that the 
principal speaker, V. T, LEE, would arrive in the Buffalo area a 
day or two earlier than his appearance so that additional publicity 
could be obtained by means of a press conference at the hotel. 


The decision as to the selection of an appropriate indi- 
vidual to act as chairman at the meeting in question presented a 
problem to local branch officials, according to the source. They 
felt that someone connected with the Local branch VWP should act 
as chairman, but feared that the individual chosen perhaps would 
be "Red-baited" and the participation of the WWP in the meeting 
would also be expesed. As of November 15, 1963, according to the 
source, the identity of the person who was to act as chairman was 
unknown. 


During the planning period local branch officials also 
were concerned what reaction MORTIMER SCHEER would have when he 
was informed of the proposed meeting. SCHEER, who was away from 
the Buffalo area during a portion of the period in which plans were 
formulated, was contacted by JOSEPH ITPPOLITO at NETDENRERG's request 
on November 11, 1963. It was determined that PLM locally had 
decided against having a meeting for the benefit of PSCTC, and 
that SCHEER was willing to support the public gatnering at which 
V. T, LEE would appear on November 23, 1963. 


| Confidential Source No. 2 advised on November 11, 1963, 
that SCHEER had contacted several of his assoclates in PLM locally 
in an effort to solicit their assistance in publicizing the LEE 
appearance, but his suggestion was not greeted with any eager 
enthusiasm. 


On November 14, 1963, Confidential Source No. 5 advised 
that an official of the Statler Hilton Hotel in Buffalo, N.¥., had 
been contacted that date by an individual, identity unknown, who 
had requested a4 reservation for one of the meeting rooms at the 
hotel be made for the evening of November 23, 1963.

FAIR PLAY ‘ROR CUBA COMMITTEE 


Tras April 6, 1960, edition of "the New York Times” 
newsvaper céntdined a full-page advertisement captioned "What 
Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation 
of the PPCC in New York City and declared the FPCO intended 
to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba™ to 
neutralize the distorted American press. 


Imps New York Times" edition of January il, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January_1O. 1 61, Dr. b6 
identified himself and . 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he an 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applie 
toward the cost of the afore-mentioned advertisement. 






| On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Soclalist Workers 
Party (SWP) elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. However, during the 
past year this source observed there has been a successful 
effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and 
other organizations in the FPCC so that today their infiuence 
is negligible. 


Ch May 20, 1963, a second source advised that the 
National Headquarters ef tne Fpcc is located in Room 329 at 
799 Braodway, New York City. According to this source, the 
position of National Office Director was created in tne Fall 
of 1952 and was filled by VINCENT "TED" LEB, who now formu- 
lates FPCC policy. This source observed L&E has followed a 
course of entertaining and accepting the cooperation of many 
other organizations including the CP and the SwWP when he has 
felt it would be to his personal benefit as well as the FPCC'S. 
However, LEE has indicated to this source he has no intention 
of permitting FPCC policy to be determined by any ooner 
organization. LEE feels the Frce should advocate resumption 
of diplomatic relations between Cuba and the tUnited States 
and support the right of Cubans to manage their revolution 
without interference from other nations, but not support 
the Cuban revolution per sé.

He 
told the audience that t was a Violation of the rights 
or Americans to trayel. then gave a short history of 
the origin and original purpose of the passport and commented 
on the MeCarran-Walter Act, stating this act diseriminatory 
foyard foreign nationality groups. stated he made 
trips to Cuba because he feit the travel ban was reactionary 
and wanted to attract attention to this law. During speech 
he claimed the only United States interest? in Cuba and South 
America was to protect American investments with no concern 
for the will of the people, 


also discussed economic conditions of Cuba, 
emphasizing the progress made under the new government of 
Cuba, and claiming general improved conditions in that 
country since the takeover by CASTRO, He commented that 
Cuba is an "armed camp" with young men and women being 
armed, but claimed there was no counterreyolutionary activity 
presently in Cuba. He aiso stated that in Cuba there is 
couplete freedom of speech and religion,

He added that there was no protection 
needed in Cuba and that the only protection needed_was after 
he and the others returned to the United States. [__ ]stated 
that because of recent actions taken by the State Department 
that agency apparently now doesn't think the travel ban to 
be as important as it originally did. 


[____Kiscussed the United Statés' interest in South 2p 
America, stating that it is directed at protecting American bic 
interests in these countries, rather than having any concern 

for human aspects. He mentioned the Alliance for Progress, 

stating that this has heen a failure and. that revolutionary 

activities will continue in these countries. . 


He remarked that the American people were being 
misinformed by the State Department in regard to Cuba. He 
cited as an,example the Bay of Pigs inyasion, stating that 
the State Department denied the existence of the invasion 
even while it was in progress, thereby deceiving the American 
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people. He advised that the State Department ban on travel 
to Cuba was not because of any danger, but rather because it 
did not want United States or. Latin American studénts to see 
the improvement in the Cuban country over conditions which 
had existed under Batista. He then commented that it would’ 
take more than a ban such as this to keep people from knowing 
the true conditions within Cuba. 


a pe told of life in Cuba under the revolutionary bé 

government, stating that there has been a decided decline in = = b7C 

the Lliliteracy of Cuba; that there had been a decline in unemploy= 

ment from 700,000 % onlya small number and that before a Cuban 

could be’ fired, a replacement job for that person had to be’ 

located. In connection with his comments concerning unemployment, 
commented "In Guba, you don't see lines of hungry men and 


women waiting for work as you do here. 


| Loomenched on the farming industry saying that b6 
the state had taken over the farms because of the failure of b7C 
the farms‘under private owmership. In regard to education, 

stated that an educational program was necessary in Cuba 
ecause of the great numbers of persons in the upper intellectual 

bracket who had fled Cuba following the take-pver by the 
revolutionary government. He stated that some 350,000 persons 
had left Cuba since the change of the government. He described 
Cuba asa country of students, stating there are some 70,000 
students in Cuba on "full scholarships.' 


[ _] taitkea about the "rebirth of Cuba,” oa that b6 
the culture of Cuba had been "bastardized" by some 60 years of b7C 
United States domination. He described Cuba today as being a 
country of total freedom of religion and speech and a country 
void of any discriminatory practices such as existed under the 
Batista regime. He conmented that Cuba is literally an armed 
camp with young men and women being armed and that while there 
is a draft law in Cuba, the young men are eager to reach the 
draft age so that they can enlist in the Army. He then stated 
that today there is no counterrevolutionary activity in Cuba. 


In regard to the present government of cuba,| | ee 
described this as a dictatorship, saying that there is. ere 
relatively small Communist Party in that country and it is 

extremely difficult for a person to become a member. He 

stated that for a person to become a member of the Communist 
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Party in Cuba, that person must be unanimously elected by a 

Workers Assembly. He described such an assembly as a group 

of Communist Party members with a similar type occupation, bE 
and that when @ person is proposed for membership in the DIC 
Communist Party, his admittance or rejection is determine 

the particular Assembly to which his occupation relates, | | 

commented on having attended a meeting of such an Assembly while 

on one of his trips to Cuba. 


During his taik[ _]nela @ question and answer 
session at which time he said he and his group had gone to 
Cuba at the invitation of the Cuban government and that expenses bIC 
had been paid by that government.

Evidence that the Student Committee 
for Travel to Cuba Plans. Another 
Trip to Cuba’on or About Juiy 1, 1964 


The March 11, 1964 issue of the "Columbia 
Owl", a newspaper published on the campus of Columbia 
University, contained an article captioned "Another 
Visit to Cuba, Students Will Defy Cuba Travel ban This 
Summer™, 


Tiis article sets forth as follows: 


"Last week, three members of the Student 

Committee for Travel to Cuba addressed an open assembiy 
Sponsored by the Progressive Labor Club of Columbia 
University in Harkness Theatre on the Committee's plans 
to organize a second student visit to Cuba this summer

"Q. Why do you feel American students 
should see Cuba this summer?

Furthermore, a democratic society 
must make ‘room for constant criticism 
and evaluation of its policies, Cuba

other countries. 


Do you believe that the Press, TV, 
and Radio have reported on the Cuban 
Revolution in a balanced and fair 
manner? 


Certainly after having been in Cuba 
for two months last sumnér I realized 
how slanted and biased most reporting 
in the American press had been. What 
I saw and what the news stories said 
I would see were very often two en- 
tiraly different things. Occasion- 
ally there is fair reporting (Juan 

de Onis in the 'Times'), but not 
often enough. 


Exactly what did you see in Cuba that 


had been so 'slanted' or distorted 
in the 'biased' reporting upon which 
most Americans rely for information? 


Tne most outstanding exemple of 

press distortion is in the area of 
popular support for the Cuban Revolu- 
tionary Government. ‘The Press has 
conveyed the impression that the 
Cuban people are miserable, starving, 
absolutely dissatisfied and disillu- 
Sioned. This is not true! Any open- 
minded visitor in Cuba can see almost 
immediately that an important major~ 
ity of Cubans very actively support 
the government in power today. There 
is much criticism on all levels of 
society, but it is constructive 
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"“epiticism with the purpose of 
strengthening Cuba as it is today, as 
a Marxist - Leninist country. 


How will American students reach Cuba 
this summer? When will they leave? 
How much will it cost them? 


The trip this summer will begin in 
July. The exact details concerning 
dates and routes have not yet been 
gecided upon. However, the Committee 
is accepting applications from any 
interested American citizens. Final 
deadline for these is 1 April. I am 
Campus Representative and will be 
glad to meet with anyone interested 
if he or she contacts me through the 
Barnard College Mail. The cost per 
traveller will be $10.00 as a deposit 
with the application, and $100 on the 
day of departure, 


Who is financing this trip? The sum 
you mentioned can only defray a small 
part of the expenses.

Peoples), with the freedom to choose 
whether or not you wish to partici- 
pate in the day's planned activities. 
For the remainder of the stay (two 
to three weeks), the group will be 
in Havana with no activities planned, 
and complete liberty to visit any 
part of the city or the island. ‘This 
is how our trip last summer was 
organized; it may be different this 
year, but it couldn't be bad. 


Have any federal authorities intimi- 
dated or harrassed you or other 
stucents who went on the last visit? 
Have the students? colleges or 
universities punished them for defy- 
ing the State Department travel ban? 


Our group {last summer) was subjected 
to harrassment and attempts at intimi- 
dation ever since the trip began. 

The airports in New York, London, 
Amsterdam, Paris and Prague were 
often literally swarming with easily- 
detected F.B,I, agents. In each city 
in Europe, we were also confronted 

by American Consular employees, who 
threatened all of us with five years 
in prison and-or $5,000 in fines if 
we didn't go home like good children. 


"Since our return we have met with 
more of these harrassing efforts. 

At the airport on August 29th, we 
were welcomed by F,B.1I. State Depart~ 
ment and Immigration personnel. By 
then we were accustomed to their 
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"threats and didn't pay much atten-~ 
tion to them. Five students were 
subpoenaed to appear before the House 
Committee on UnAmerican Activities, 
seven had to present themselves be- 
fore a Federal Grand Jury, and four 
were indicted. Furthermore, we have 
ali received at least one visit or 
phone call from the F.,B.I., as have 
our families, employers and, I 
assume, our colleges and universities. 


"T know of no case of sanctions.im- 
posed by a University on a student 
who made the trip. My own case, on 
the contrary, has provoked interest, 
sympathy and understanding from stu- 
dents, faculty and the University 
administration. Nothing has been 
done to make me feel ostracized; I 
have been treated by all elements in 
the University extremely well. At the 
worst, I have been ignored. 


Why has the State Department wanted 
to prevent American students from 
seeing the Cuban Revolution? 


When the Ran was imposed the State 
Department attempted to justify it 

by asserting that it was impossible 
to protect Americans in Cuba since 
diplomatic relations had been severed. 
Subsequent developments have led me 
to believe that there are other 
motives at work here, 


"In April, 1963, several Central 
American states were inspired by the 
pressure of the State Department to 
enter into the Managua Treaty. Under 
this agreement, the signatories were 
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“were obligated to do everything 
within the bounds set by their con- 
stitutions to prevent their nationals 
from seeing the Cuban Revolution. 
They also agreed to deny visas to 
European or African students who 
visited Cuba, 


"In a speech to a:group of Harvard 
Students several months ago Edwin 
Martin, former Assistant Secretary of 
state for Latin American affairs, 
stated that the countries in Latin 
America were in a pre-revolutionary 
Stage. He asserted that free travel 
by their students and nationals to 
Cuba would be Qisastrous. ‘The United 
States, Mr, Martin stated,did not 
really care if Americans visited 
Cuba, but in view of our leading role 
in attempting to persuade other 
governments to prohibit free movement 
by their nationais, we had to set a 
good example. 


What do you expect to accomplish by 
breaking this travel ban? 


ideally, free travel to Cuba by any 
U.S. citizen would be won if the tra- 
vel ban were abolished. Realistically, 
however, the fight would only have 
begun. Congress would be iikely to 
Dass a new law forbidding travel to 
Cuba; then new protests would again 
have to be organized. But the Long 
range outcome, in my opinion, will 

be favourable to those of us who 

have taken the Constitution sextously. . 
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"Q. How many applications do you expect 
to receive from American students 
this year?
